Measure Goes to Floor 
|. Early Next Week —

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) 
President Eisenhower's request 
to give 1,000,000 tons of this Gov- 
ernment’s surplus wheat to Pakis- 
tan today appeared likely to be 
approved with rarely-seen con- 
gressional speed. 

Late yesterday, only two days 
after the President's message 
reached Congress, the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee unanimously 
recommended the plan with only 
minor amendments. 


Secretary of State John Foster 
seer Mutual Security Director 
Harold E. Stassen and Under Sec.

Morse helped achieve the one-day 
committee action. 
They apparently hope to repeat

With her were Whitney, who 
has adopted her, and her mother, 
the former Betsy Cushing. Mrs. 
tney was divorced.from the 
bride's father, James Roosevelt, 
a son of the late President. 
Neither Roosevelt, who is in Cali- 
fornia, nor Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, the President’s widow 
and Miss Roosevelt's grandmother, 
were present. Mrs. Roosevelt is 
out of the country. Roosevelt 
consented to his daughter’s adop- 
tion in 1949 to facilitate her in- 
heritance of Whitney money.

ARMY CUTS OPPOSED 


BY ILLINOIS f. 


Group Acts After Melvin 
Price Disputes Defense Sec- 
retary’s Explanation. 


A resolution protesting against 
any reduction in strength of the 
armed forces was unanimously 
adopted yesterday by the Illinois 
Department of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars at its thirty-fourth 
annual convention at Ainad Tem- 
ple, East St. Louis. 

The resolution was offered from 
the floor after United States Rep- 
resentative Melvin Price (Dem.), 
East St. Louis, took issue with 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson's explanation of proposed 
cuts in Air Force appropriations, 
in a talk before the veterans’ 
group. 

Price charged Wilson's testi- 
mony before congressional com- 
mittees appeared “to be in the 
twilight area between truth and 
untruth,” and said the Defense 
Secretary was attempting to 
“justify statements prepared be- 
fore effects of the cuts were de- 
termined.” 

The [Illinois veterans also 
adopted a resolution opposing 
United States participation in any 
world federation or government, 
including the Atlantic Union, 
which involves a “substantial loss 
of our national sovereignty.” 
Opposition also was voted to a 
proposal to amend the national 
security act by replacing the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff with a supreme 
national general staff. Such a 
“Prussian type” setup, it was said, 
would result in the “military con- 
trolling foreign affairs and do- 
mestic policy.” 

Also adopted wag a resolution 
favoring establishment of a 13- 
man standing Senate committee 
on veteran’s affairs, to consider 
all federal legislation dealing with 
veterans’ rights and benefits. The 
group urged that benefits for 
combat disabilities be increased 
25 per cent. 

Other resolutions adopted 


called for a two-year extension of 


the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act (G.I. bill of rights), and for 
establishment of a Chicago branch 
of the University of Illinois. A 
resolution opposing presidential 
grant of clemency to those con- 
victed of treason was defeated.

Speakers included Rabbi Benja- 
min Cohn, East St. Louis; the 
Rev. Thomas Drisco, East 
Louis, and the Rev. O. K. Shaffer, 
department chaplain, Danville.

Syngman Rhee's South Korean government is 
carrying on an interesting campaign intended to 
undermine public support of President Eisen- 
hower’s truce policy. 

The obviously staged demonstrations in Seoul 
and Pusan usually take place in front of news 
correspondents’ headquarters, to make sure of 
maximum coverage. The inflammatory state- 
ments of Rhee and his ambassador in Washing- 
ton are carefully calculated, with their charges 
of “appeasement” and United Nations pressure 
on the United States, to exploit our political dif- 
ferences and the latent nationalism of the Re- 
publican right wing. 

This campaign is a brazen attempt to go over 
President Eisenhower’s head and to bring about 
a change in national policy by influencing pub- 
lic opinion, If the same sort of campaign were 
being staged by some other nation—Britain, say, 
or India—the Washington air would be filled 
with cries of “lobbying,” and investigations 
would be springing up on every hand. 

Rhee now suggests that he might be able to 
put out the fire of the “spontaneous” demonstra- 
tions against a truce if he can show the Korean 
people an American defense pact, signed and de- 
livered before an armistice is signed. Thus he 
tips his hand. If he could put out the fire which 
his own government started with a defense pact, 
he could do it with President Eisenhower's com- 
mitment to sign a defense pact. 


Fortunately there is every reason to believe 
that Syngman Rhee's anti-peace offensive is get- 


ting nowhere. American public opinion over- 


whelmingly supports the President’s policy and 
will not be swayed from that position. This is 
undoubtedly the reason why even such Senators 
as Knowland of California, who once called the 
present truce terms “dishonorable,” are support- 
ing the President and calling upon Rhee. to ac- 
cept the truce. Even Senator McCarthy is silent 
—even Gen. MacArthur. 

Rhee's failure to drum up repudiation of the 
President in those quarters where he might have 
been most likely to succeed offers the best hope 
that the truce will go through. When he realizes, 
as he now should, that the American people back 
the truce he is trying to sabotage, perhaps he 
will accept the realities and go along with the 
judgment of the entire free world. 


That judgment in favor of a truce rests on 
two simple propositions, both of them stated in 
President Eisenhower’s letter to Rhee —first, 
that the present truce terms meet the conditions 
laid down by the U.N. for fair treatment and no 
forcible repatriation of prisoners; second, that 
to prolong the war in an effort to unify Korea 
by force would be to pursue the same course 
which the Communists followed in their original 
aggression. 
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Alderman Lawson’s Little Joker 

Alderman DeWitte T. Lawson’s crippling 
amendment to the city’s master traffic control 
plan in the last Board of Aldermen might have 
been excused on grounds that he knew not what 
he did. Hardly anyone else did, either. But now 
that the disastrous effect of the amendment is 
clear, his failure to eliminate it has become a 
more serious matter. 

The Nineteenth Ward Democrat’s venture into 
traffic control established Locust street as a 
one-way westbound artery from the riverfront to 
Jefferson avenue only. Between Jefferson and 
the Olive-Lindell cutoff, Locust would continue 
as a two-way street. That was the joker in Mr. 
Lawson’s amendment. As Traffic Commissioner 
Gonter says: 

So long as Locust remains a two-way street 
west of Jefferson it would be ridiculous to 
attempt to make Olive and Pine streets one- 
way arteries. The one-way westbound move- 
ment on Locust for its entire length is the 
key to the proposed traffic plan for the en- 
tire downtown area. 

Mr. Lawson had an opportunity Friday to 
clear the air, but he did nothing. That makes it 
unlikely that the Lawson joker can be eliminated 
before next fall. The aldermen are scheduled to 
recess for the summer on June 26. 

Residents of the city’s 27 other wards may not 
take kindly to this prospect. No one will blame 
them if, as they fight through the existing traf- 
fic mess, they wonder what their representatives 
in the Board of Aldermen were doing while Al- 
derman Lawson played at being Traffic Com- 
missioner. 
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Origin of the Mint Julep 

Local pride being what it is, and Chambers of 
Commerce being what they are, nobody will be 
surprised that the Vicksburg, Miss., Chamber of 
Commerce has entered a claim to the effect that 
Vicksburg, Miss., and not any place in Kentucky, 
was the true birthplace of the mint julep, 

We do not blame Vicksburg, Miss., for making 
the claim. The only thing that affronts us is the 
outrageous fable which Vicksburg, Miss., ad- 
vances in support of the claim. 

It is said that a group of river boatmen once 
went ashore near Vicksburg for spring water to 
mix with their bourbon. One picked a stalk from 
an interesting plant growing beside the spring 
and put it in his drink. And so, it is said, the 
mint julep was born. 

If ever a fairy tale carried on its face the evi- 
dence of inherent improbability, this is it. Did 
anybody until now ever dream that a Mississippi 
river boatman would even consider diluting his 
bourbon with spring water? Let Vicksburg go 
back and dig up a better fairy tale. 
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20 Years Is a Long Time 

The Federal Housing Administration has just 
about caved in under pressure by the real estate 
lobby, and is ready to slash down payments on 
FHA-insured homes by as much as 50 per cent. 
Chances are that FHA also will boost the maxi- 
mum mortgage insurance on new and old houses 
from $16,000 to $20,000. 

These changes ought to help builders and real 
estate dealers peddle many homes that they 
have been unable to move under the current 
FHA requirement of a minimum down payment 
of 20 per cent, Certainly they will bring cheers 
where real estate salesmen gather. But whether 
they mesh with the Administration's anti-infla- 
tion campaign is something else again. 

In the last year or so there have been grow- 
ing signs that the real estate boom is on the 
wane—or at least that the desperation buyer is 
less and less in evidence. Buyers have become 
more “selective,” despite the easing and then 
the elimination of stiff down payment require- 
ments of Regulation X. More and more, build- 
ers have resorted to accepting old houses as 
trade · ins on new ones priced much too high for 
the first-time buyer.

proval of higher interest rates and its “tight 
money” will not make repayment any easier. 

So some people are likely to wonder whether 
the real estate lobby, in its zeal to move houses, 
is not promoting a certain dangerous financial 
irresponsibility by encouraging individuals to 
accept what could easily becoming a crushing 
mortgage burden. An easier method of meeting 
buyer resistance is to slash prices, not down pay- 
ments. That is what other enterprising business 
men are doing. :

The address of Dwight D. Eisenhower at Mt. 
Rushmore was the President's first major ap- 
pearance primarily as leader of his party. It is 
only fair, therefore, to review its content which 
includes a list of 10 achievements of the Admin- 


_ istration—as the President sees them. 


His first point is the dedication of the Repub- 
lican party to “a policy of seeking to strengthen 
and secure friendship among all nations that 
love freedom.” This is a wholly commendable 
aim, but there is nothing particularly new about 
it. The Roosevelt and Truman Administrations 
had the same goal. In any case, success will be 
tested in practice and not by words. 

The President's pledge that the nation will not 
let its defense guard down is all to the good. 
Here, too, he may be generally commended. But 
the question is whether the $5,090,000,000 Air 
Force cut does not represent a response to po- 
litically motivated budget considerations rather, 
than to genuine security. Much expert testimony 
is against the White House on this issue. 

The efforts to reduce the federal expendi- 
tures likewise are in the Administration’s favor 
—so long as they do not cut into vital services. 
The nation’s health is partly economic, but it is 
possible for economies to be false. Here again 
the Administration can be commended with 
proper cautions, 

Creation of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare and the advancement of gov- 
ernmental reorganization are all to the good. 
Governmental reorganization, however, follows 
in the wake of the Hoover Commission, set up 
by President Truman. Mr. Truman also proposed 
creation of the new Cabinet post, only to have it 
opposed by Republicans in Congress. 

The President may call the enactment of the 
offshore-oil giveaway an achievement if he so 
desires. Thanks to the month-long fight of some 
25 courageous Senators many citizens now know 
the facts about this special interest grab. We 
think the day will come when Dwight Eisen- 
hower will regret his part in it. 

The President's aim of eliminating untrust- 
worthy employes from the Government is also 
to his credit. But he overlooks much that is 
going on when he says that this responsibility 
is being met—as it must be met—without resort 
to un-American methods. He overlooks the lack 
of an appeal procedure in the new security sys- 
tem. He overlooks the Horton, Shillinglaw and 
other related cases. He overlooks the kowtowing 
to McCarthyism. 

For his statements in behalf of eliminating 
racial segregation, the President deserves ap- 
plause. He needs to be careful, however, not to 
overclaim for an Administration which so far 
has not done very much that is tangible. 

As for the statement that the new Admin- 
istration’s appointees are not compromised “by 
years of political promises,” that its officials 
are “not prisoners of their own past mistakes,” 
this can best be seen in the light of the Cole, 
Howrey and Talbot appointments to vital regu- 
latory..commissions. This statement must mean 
that the President knows little about the records 
of some of his appointees and even less about 
the reasons why they were recommended to him. 

As party leader, President Eisenhower will 
find that it ig better to say nothing about an 
“achievement” than to build up something be- 
yond what is fair and reasonable. 
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Paying for Part of a Job 

The Southwestern Power Administration re- 
quires $5,650,000 to do a job. That job is pur- 
chasing electric power and renting transmission 
lines to serve its customers. There is no showing 
that it can do the job with less, except a claim 
by a group of privately-owned power companies 
which would like to see SPA fail. Which is Con- 
gress to be guided by—its own agency, SPA, or 
a group which wants SPA to fail? 

The answer should be obvious. Nevertheless a 
Senate Appropriations subcommittee has just 
recommended $2,000,000 for SPA’s continuing 
fund, the fund with which the power bills and 
transmission line rentals are paid. 

This is the same kind of arbitrary unrealism as 
the House’s prior slash of the fund to $150,000. 
A job costing $5,650,000 cannot be done with 
$150,000 and it cannot be done with $2,000,000 
either. Unless the Houses of Congress can show 
facts to support a claim that the work of SPA 
can be performed with less, what reasonable 
justification can they have for making available 
less than the full sum required to do a neces- 
sary job? 

Particularly -when the money concerned is 
from SPA’s revenues paid into the Federal 
Treasury, part of which is wanted back to earn 
more revenues? 


To Save Neighborhoods 


There is a bill now before the Illinois legisla- 
ture which should pass, and which calls atten- 
tion to a Chicago neighbprhood-saving project 
well worth consideration here in St. Louis. 


It is difficult and costly to clean up a slum 
once blight has run its full course. But it is pos- 
sible earlier to check and reverse the process of 
decay. At least, that is the belief of a group of 
Chicagoans banded together as the South East 
Chicago Commission. They are putting their con- 
viction to the test in the neighborhood adjacent 
to the University of Chicago, an area threatened 
by serious decline since the end of the war. 


Matching an original contribution of $15,000 
from the university, this group already has 
achieved considerable success. Crime has been 
markedly reduced by keeping close watch on 
the police and by getting the co-operation of in- 
surance companies against taverns which violate 
the dram shop laws. Banks, insurance companies 
and building and loan associations also are co- 
operating against property owners who violate 
zoning ordinances. 

Now the commission, headed by Chancellor 
Lawrence A. Kimpton, is asking the legislators 
to amend the 1941 Redevelopment Corporation 
law so that it will apply not only to blighted 
areas, but also to those threatened by blight. 
This would make it possible to condemn and 
rejuvenate a decaying property without having 
to pay a nuisance price to slum speculators. 

No public financing is involved in the project. 
No racial lines are drawn. It is simply an effort 
of a group of people to save their own city 
neighborhood, instead of giving up and joining 
the exodus to the suburbs. As such, it is worth 
watching by all large cities because all of them 
face the same threat of blight and decay.

“Dear P.G.E. Customer: 

“Due to the unprecedented lack of rain- 
fall, there has not been enough water to 
generate All the elec- 
tric power which you 
and your neighbors 
need. 

“To bring you de- 
pendable electric 
service and delay 
curtailment as long 
as possible, we have 
used steam genera- 
tion around the 
clock. 

“Without steam, 
this fall’s power cur- 
tailrnent would have 
been far more se- 
vere. But generat- 
ing electricity with 
steam is expensive—in fact, in three 
months it has added over $1,500,000 to 
P.G.E.’s power costs.” 


Jobs Lost Through Power Cut 


The present acute shortage of power in 
the Pacific Northwest constitutes a heavy 
burden not only to householders like my- 
self but to industries, public transportation 
systems, small businesses, and all who use 
electricity in small or large volume. 


Last November, the Defense Electric

Power Administration ordered a 10 5 
ng 


cent cut in power use by manufactu 
concerns consuming 8000 kilowatt-hours 
weekly or more. This affected 1100 firms 
of all categories, and was especially hard 
on the aluminum and other electro-process 
industries which, attracted by the low-cost 
hydroelectric power produced by the Fed- 
eral Government, have become fairly nu- 
merous in this region. 

As a result, many workers have been 
laid off and in the Northwest, the nation is 
losing about a million pounds of aluminum 
output daily. . 

The winter’s crisis—due to the fact that 
water in the Columbia river was nearly at 
the record flow of 1937—could have been 
averted if a complex current of economic 
interests had not stymied the construction 
of urgently needed dams on the Columbia 
and its tributaries. 


White Elephant Success Story 


When Bonneville and Grand Coulee 
were built in the late 308, perro in the 
Northwest said they would white ele- 
phants—who would buy their vast power 
output?

low-cost federal power supply at- 

tracted many i inum and 

magnesium plants, electrochemical opera- 
tions, airplane factories, shipyards, etc.

the Government agencies responsible for 
the building of dame (the Bureau of Recla- 
mation and Army Corps of Engineers) and 
for marketing the power (Bonneville 
Power Marketing). 


They projected a comprehensive pro- 
gram of multiple-purpose projects for the 
Columbia river system that would have 
brought into production enough power 
plants to take care of anticipated loads. 

But in the Northwest, as elsewhere, the 
public-power program has had to run the 
gantlet of the private utilities’ opposition. 
Although these utilities have shared in the 
profits of federal power by receiving a 
certain portion of the output, they have 
fought it tooth and nail. 


After the completion of Grand Coulee 
in the late 30s not another major dam 
was added to the Columbia river system 
until Hungry Horse in western Montana 
was completed in October 1952 and its 
— generators started to produce elec- 
tricity. 


Supply to Fall Behind Demand 


The Department of the Interior esti- 
mates that the Northwest will not have 
enough power to keep up with existing 
demands in the next five years or so. 

As the new Administration took over in 
Washington, this problem of providing ade- 
quate power for the Northwest became 
one of its major tasks. 


Up for consideration were requests to 
build several mammoth new dams on the 
Columbia river: a dam at Ice Harbor, in 
the State of Washington, which among 
other things would give the Hanford atom- 
ic plant the additional power it needs; one 
at Hell’s Canyon, on the Snake river, which 
would be almost as large as Grand Coulee; 
another at Libby, in western Montana, 
which would store several million acre-feet: 
of water that could be run through down- 
stream power plants to firm up their gen- 
erators; and others. 

The Republicans generally have not been 
known to look with favor on federal power 
programs, 

It is true that Hoover Dam was started 
in Hoover’s Administration, but not with- 
out a struggle. And it was Coolidge and 
Hoover who vetoed Senator Norris's bills 
for federal projects on the Tennessee river. 


What will the present Republican-domi- 
nated Congress do? 

Clearly, the Northwest needs more 
power to sustain its present economy and 
permit of natural growth. Most of its Con- 
gressmen will fight hard to push the com- 
prehensive Columbia river program. 

The new Secretary of the Interior, for- 
mer Gov. McKay of Oregon, has in the 
past expressed himself as a friend of pub- 
lic power, But he may not be so daring 
in office. 


Public Demands Public Power 


In their platform and in Eisenhower's 
speeches, the Republicans’ theme song has 
been: “The states must be partners in fed- 
eral river developments.” 

Since the states, with the ex on of 
California, haven’t the wherewithal to 
build huge multi-purpose dams, this theme, 
if taken literally, would mean the end of 
further federal dam buildi ess the 
Federal Government handed the money 
over to the states to do the job, a most 
unlikely eventuality, even in a Republican 
Administration.

St. Louis Lawyer Going 
to Washington — State 
Officials Expect Him 
to Be Named Soon. 


Appointment of Harry Rich- 
ards, St. Louis attorney, as United 
States attorney for the Eastern 
District of Missouri is expected 
shortly, Republican leaders said 
today. 

Richards, a law partner of 
Barak T. Mattingly, former Re- 
publican national committeeman 
for Missouri, will be in Washing- 
ton Monday for conferences 
about the job. 

Perry Compton, chairman of 
the Republican State Committee 
and a member of the party’s na- 
tional committee, said today in 
Jefferson City that he expects 
Richards’ appointment to be an- 
nounced Monday in Washington. 


Compton said he and A. D. 
(Bud) Welsh, Missouri's present 
Republican national committee- 
man, have indorsed Richards for 
the federal prosecutor’s post here, 
and that he understands the ap- 
pointment will be sent to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation Monday. 


“Leading Contender” for Post. 


Party sources in Washington, 
however, reported that it may be 
a week or 10 days before there is 
any announcement about the job. 
They said Richards was the “lead- 
ing contender” for the position 
and had been “highly recom- 
mended,” but that there has been 
no final decision in the matter. 


Welsh reported that several 
other persons who had been con- 
sidered for the job have asked 
that their names be withdrawn 
from consideration. The national 
committeeman said he thought 
Richards “has the inside track” 
for the appointment. 

Richards declined to discuss the 
report his nomination by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would be made 
public next week. 

“I don’t know a thing,” Rich- 


_ ards declared. “I am going to fly 


to Washington tomorrow to see 
some people Monday, but I'd 


rather not say anything more.” 


Asked about a report that he 
had been summoned to confer 
with President Eisenhower at the 
White House and with Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell, he 
said, “I do not expect to see any- 
body in high office.” 

Richards is one of six Repub- 
lican lawyers recommended for 
‘the position of United States At- 
torney in St. Louis in the patron- 
age shakeup following the Eisen- 
hower victory in November. Al- 
most from the start he was con- 
sidered the leading candidate for 
the job, which pays about $10,000 
a year. 

The other candidates whose 
names were forwarded to Wash- 
ington by Welsh and Compton 
were Wayne H. Bigler Jr. of Uni- 


‘versity City, George J. Gross and 


‘John F. Nangle, both of St. 
Louis; State Representative 
Samuel B. Murphy of Kirkwood 
and Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach of St. Louis county. 
George L. Robertson, who had 
served as United States Attorney. 
since 1951, did not wait to be 
ousted. He resigned two months 
ago, and the three judges of the 
United States District Court here 
selected William W. Crowdus, St. 
Louis attorney, to fill the position 
under an interim appointment 
until President Eisenhower se- 
lects a permanent successor to 
Robertson. 
Richards Lives in Kirkwood. 
Richards is 62 years old and 
lives at 32 Ponca trail, Kirkwood. 
He was an associate city counselor 
under Republican Mayor Victor 
Miller and Democratic Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann. In 1930 
he was an unsuccessful candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Prosecuting Attorney. In 1942 
he was appointed to the St. Louis 
County Board of Election Com- 
missioners by Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell. He is a former presi- 
dent of the Fred Stockham Amer- 
ican Legion Post. ' 
Richards has been associated 
with Mattingly in the practice of 
Jaw since 1934, being a member 
of the firm of Mattingly, Boas and 
Richards. Mattingly, who helped 
win the presidential nomination 
for Eisenhower and was active in 
the Republican campaign, is now 
in Washington handling patron- 
age on a national scale.

The $5,000,000 estate which the 
late Sam E. Woods inherited from 
his second wife, Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Busch Woods, was bequeathed to 
his first wife, his daughter and 
other relatives, under provisions 
of his will, filed yesterday in pro- 
bate court. . ö 

Mrs. Woods, who died last Nov. 
23 in Munich, Germany, was the 
daughter of the late Adolphus 
Busch, co-founder of the Anheus- 
er-Busch Brewery. 

Woods, former United States 
consul at Munich, died there May 
22. He married the brewery heir- 
ess at her ancient castle at Starn- 
berg, Germany, in February 1948. 
He was her third husband. 

Under terms of his will, his 
first wife, Mrs. Milada Paula 
Woods and their daughter, Mrs. 
Katie Rose McClendon, each will 
receive 30 per cent of the brew- 
ery stock he inherited. Two sis- 
ters, a brother and a niece will 
share equally in the distribution 
of the remainder of the estate. 

An inventory of the estate of 
the late Mrs. Busch, filed here 
in January, showed assets of 
$201,031 in cash; 209,500 shares 
of the brewery’s common stock 
worth $4,818,500 at current mar- 
ket value then, and 9600 shares 
in Adolphus Busch Estate, Inc., a 
family corporation for holding 
real estate and other properties. 
Her foreign holdings were not 
listed in the inventory, although 
she owned estates in Germany, 
Austria and Switzerland. 

A suit to construe the will of 
Adolphus Busch was filed in cir- 
cuit court here last February, re- 
questing the court to determine 
the disposition of his estate and 
of a trust fund established for 
Mrs. Woods. Under his will, she 
received a life income from her 
share of his 32,000,000 estate. 
However, the will stated that if 
she died without children, the 
portion of the estate alloted to 
her was to be distributed among 
surviving brothers and sisters 
and heirs of any deceased broth- 
ers and sisters. Mrs. Woods was 
childless.

Writes First Report on 
Medical Mission in 
Backward Area. 


“You at home could never vis- 
ualize the extreme poverty of 
these poor forgotten people,” (Ecu- 
ador Indians), Sister Marilou 


Sister Marilou of the Deaconess 
Sisterhood which serves Deacon- 
ess Hospital, recently arrived at 
her medical missionary post at 
Tabacundo, Ecuador, where she 
ministers to the Indians in a 
backward rural area, near Quito. 
She is the daughter of Mrs. Pearl 
Mitchell, 6105A Clayton avenue. 

The first registered nurse ever 
to serve in that Ecuador commu- 
nity, Sister Marilou is there un- 
der the Foreign Missions Board 
of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. She is a graduate of 
Roosevelt High School and of the 
Deaconess Hospital School of 
Nursing Education, and also has 
a bachelor’s degree in nursing 
education from St. Louis Uni- 
versity. . 

‘Dark and Gloomy.’ 

“One dark and gloomy hut after 
another depicts dirt floors and 
thatched roofs,” Sister Marilou 
writes. “Many children live in one 
room with the parents. They have 
no light, beds or appliances. Pigs, 
chickens, cats and dogs live inside 
with the family. As we walked 
from one place to another, we saw 
young children, some only four 
years old, tending huge flocks of 
sheep. 

“Yes, these are the forgotten 
Indians of Ecuador. Forgotten by 
the white man—but not forgotten 
by our Master and His love, and 
we struggle to win them for Him. 

“My most impressive experience 
was the afternoon the children 
gave their welcome program for 
their new nurse. They sang, re- 
cited, and thanked God in prayers 
for sending them a nurse to take 
care of them. 

“All medications are labeled in 
Spanish, and when I arrived I 
didn’t know where half the things 
were kept. Also I had no idea 
what to charge the patients for 
medications — how much money, 
how many eggs to accept, or how 


much value a guinea pig had in

The next day, before the little 
girl left, her mother said to me, 
My child wants to stay here and 
live with you. She is so fond of 
you she doesn’t want to leave.’ 

“The next day, driving through 
Tabacundo, I saw the child again. 
The grateful, shy smile on her 
little face expressed more than 
words.”
